Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1954. 

The  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Urban  District  show 
an  Increase  in  the  population  (as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar-General)  of  some  250  people.  A slight  in- 
crease in  the  Birth  Rate  is  shown,  from  13.93  in  1953 
to  14.02  in  1954. 

The  Death  Rate  Increased  from  7.86  in  1953  to  9.31 
in  1954 , but  by  referring  to  the  table  on  page  14 , it 
will  be  noted  that  75^  of  the  deaths  were  in  the  65  to 
100  years  group:  and  by  reference  to  the  table  on  page 
13,  the  main  cause  of  these  deaths  is  shown  to  be  the 
Heart  Diseases.  There  was  also  a rise  in  the  Death 
Rate  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age,  this  being  49.45 
per  1,000  live  births  as  against  16.95  in  1953.  The 
Stillbirth  rate  was  also  higher  than  the  previous  year. 
However,  once  again  no  maternal  deaths  were  reported 
during  1954. 

As  regards  the  Incidence  of  Infectious  diseases, 
the  nurriber  of  notifications  received  (452)  was  lower 
in  1954  than  in  any  year  since  1947:  and  352  of  these 
were  for  Chlckenpox.  The  nuiriber  of  cases  of  Measles 
notified  was  15  as  against  226  in  the  previous  yesir: 
the  1954  figure  being  the  lowest  since  1944.  when  11 
cases  were  notified.  I am  pleased  to  repor't  that  no 
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cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  Food  Poisoning,  Dysentery,  etc. 
were  notified  in  the  period  londer  review. 

The  Health  Services  provided  in  the  town,  through 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  are  set  out  in  the  re- 
port in  some  detail;  they  are  available  to  all  the  in- 
habitants and  they  are  adequate. 

Mention  slhould  again  be  made  of  much  good  work  car- 
ried out  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  year  by  menhers 
of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Services  operated  by  the  County 
Council,  with  particular  reference  to  the  many  and  varied 
duties,  performed  by  Health  Visitors,  Midwives,  Home  Nurses, 
Children *s  Welfare  Officers,  District  Officers,  Domestic 
and  Home  Helpers,  etc,;  and  also  the  various  voluntary 
organizations  in  the  town  such  as  the  Old  People's  Welfare 
Committee,  the  British  Red  Gross  Society,  the  W.V.S.,  and 
many  others.  These  workers  d©  much  for  the  comfort  and 
well-being  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  and  their  work 
is  much  appreciated  by  the  people  concerned. 

Housing  continued  to  be  one  of  the  chief  matters 
claiming  the  attention  of  the  Urban  DCstrict  Council;  and 
151  new  houses  were  completed  during  the  year,  an  increase 
of  21  over  the  figure  for  1953.  In  addition,  there  were 
75  dwellings  under  construction  at  the  end  of  1954. 

The  n\imber  of  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of 
ice  cream  rose  from  88  to  97;  and  of  47  samples  taken 
for  analysis,  all  proved  to  be  Grade  1,  which  shows  the 
standard  of  purity  to  be  very  high. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  encourage- 
ment, and  all  the  meirtoers  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
staff  for  their  devotion  to  duty  at  all  times  during  the 
year.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Urban  District  of  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter *s 
is  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet  coast 
and  is  surrounded  on  three  sides  by  the  North  Sea  and 
the  English  Channel.  The  town,  by  its  high  altitude, 
dominates  the  famous  seaboard  of  Thanet,  and  is  bounded 
on  the  North  by  the  Borough  of  Margate  and  on  the  South 
by  the  Borough  of  Ramsgate,  The  whole  front,  which  is 
Interspersed  with  seven  sheltered  bays,  faces  south- 
east. The  climate  is  bracing,  dry  and  equable. 

It  has  truly  been  written  that  - ’’the  town*s  pecu- 
liar position  on  the  edge  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  open 
on  three  sides  to  the  seas,  undoubtedly  gives  it  advan- 
tages which  cannot  be  foimd  elsewhere  within  the  kingdom* 
standing  on  high  chalk  cliffs,  on  rising  ground,  on  the 
most  easterly  point  in  England,  except  Lowestoft,  and 
overlooking  a wide  expanse  of  the  North  Sea,  Broadstairs 
is  one  of  the  healthiest  and  most  beautiful  places  round 
the  English  coast,” 

A large  percentage  of  the  inhabitants  may  be  des- 
cribed as  private  residents,  and  a good  proportion  of 
these  are  employed  in  the  hotels  and  boarding  and  apart- 
ment houses  during  the  summer  months,  or  engaged  in 
occupations  connected  with  the  stay  in  the  district  of 
numerous  visitors.  With  the  advent  of  the  visitors, 
the  summer  population  may  be  said  to  be  double  the  win- 
ter population. 

Whilst  the  toYrti  is  primarily  a holiday  resort  and 
the  principal  industry  is  that  of  catering  for  the  needs 
of  the  visitors,  in  addition  to  the  Shops,  Education, 
Entertainment  and  Utility  Services  - (Schools,  Cinemas, 
Halls,  Electricity,  Gas,  Water.  Fire,  Transport,  Local 
Government  and  Postal  Services),  there  are  some  100  Fac- 
tories, Workshops  and  Garages  in  the  Urban  District, 
which  provide  stable  employment  for  a section  of  the 
community  who  are  not  engaged  in  the  holiday  industry; 
these  Include  premises  used  for  the  Building  trade,  and 
for  the  development  of  light  industries. 

Included  in  the  above  figure  too,  are  premises  in 
a growing  light  industrial  area  situated  on  the  out- 
skirts of  the  town. 
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The  Kent  Covinty  Counoll  Is  the  Education  Authority 
for  the  Urban  District,  and  there  are  four  County  Prim- 
ary Schools  under  this  Autherlty.  The  new  County  Modem 
School,  which  was  coraraenoed  in  1953  appears  to  be  pro- 
gressing satisfactorily,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will 
be  ready  for  use  in  Septenfcer,  1955. 

A proportion  of  the  inhabitants  are  employed  at  the 
Boarding  Schools,  large  Convalescent  Homes,  and  Holiday 
Homes,  of  which  there  are  several  in  the  area. 

The  farmers  and  nurserymen  in  the  Urban  District  and 
the  surrounding  neighbourhood  provide  employment  for  those 
Interested  in  agricultural  pursuits. 

Quite  a few  of  the  residents  travel  dally  to  business 
in  the  City,  and  others  to  employment  in  the  jielghbourlng 
towns  of  Margate,  Ramsgate  and  Canterbury. 


CLIMATOLOGY. 

An  official  Climatological  Station  was  established 
in  the  Memorial  Recreation  Ground,  and  came  into  opera- 
tion on  1st  April,  1952,  from  which  dally  weather  resui- 
Ings  are  transmitted  to  the  Air  Ministry,  and  during  the 
summer  months  weekly  information  is  supplied  to  the  Press. 
The  Station  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Council *s 
Engineer  and  Surveyor.  Mr.  S.  R.  Bishop  was  appointed  to 
the  post  of  Honorary  Observer  of  the  Oo\moil*a  Climatologi- 
cal Station  in  July,  1953. 

The  equipment,  installed  with  the  approval  of  the 
Meteorological  Office,  enables  accurate  records  to  be 
taken  of  the  sunshine,  rainfall,  and  weather  conditions 
generally  in  the  Urban  District, 

The  Surveyor  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  the  follow- 
ing official  readings  taken  by  Mr,  Bishop  dxiring  1954.  -

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Baoteriologioal  examinations  were  carried  out  as 
hitherto,  at  the  County  Laboratory,  County  Hall,  Maid- 
stone; and  chemical  examinations  by  the  County  Analyst. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  responsible  authority 
for  the  provision  of  an  Antoulance  Service  throu^out  the 
County. 

The  Ambulance  Station  at  Northdown  Road,  St.  Peter’s 
(Telephone  - Thanet  61461/2)  covers  the  whole  of  the 
Thanet  area;  the  nearest  neighbouring  Stations  (accord- 
ing to  location  of  requirement)  are  Whitstable,  Canterbury 
and  Deal. 

Radio-telephony  equipment  is  Installed  at  the  Broad- 
stairs  Northdown  Road  Station,  thus  enabling  radio  tele- 
phony communications  to  be  made  to  most  of  the  vehicles 
in  the  area. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  is  provided  free  by  the 
County  Council,  and  except  in  case  of  emergency  and  acci- 
dent, patients  can  only  be  attended  when  th©  nurses  are 
required  by  the  doctors  to  do  so.

work  in  the  lifergate  Health  Department  building  at  No.  34, 
Grosvenor  Place,  Margate,  Mrs.  M,  Heyes  is  the  appointed 
Area  Organizer,  and  she  attends  at  the  Broadstairs  K.C.C. 
Clinic  each  Thursday  at  10-45  a.m.  to  interview  Broadstairs 
residents  who  are  unable  to  contact  her  in  Margate. 

Mrs.  Heyes  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  the  following 
information  with  regard  to  this  Service  in  the  Urban  Dist-

"The  number  of  cases  helped  in  the  Broadstairs 
and  St.  Peter *s  Urban  District  remained  very 
static  during  1954:  on  an  average  60  persons, 
mainly  aged,  were  assisted  each  week  during  the 
year,  and  11  regular  part-time  helpers  were  em- 
ployed."

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Homes  and  Schools. 

In  a holiday  resort  with  so  many  natural  advantages, 
sun,  sea  and  health  giving  air,  it  is  Tinder standable  that 
Organizations  and  County  Councils  have  chosen  Broadstairs 
as  one  of  the  places  in  which  to  set  up  establishments 
for  the  use  of  children  and  adults  from  inland  towns  and 
districts;  thus  there  are  Homes  and  Schools  of  varying 
kinds  in  the  Urban  District,  and  the  following  is  a brief 
summary  of  these  establishments. 

Homes; 

Children's  Homes,  - 

There  are  a few  Children's  Homes,  some  privately 
owned  and  others  operated  by  the  County  Council. 

Residential  Nursery.  - 

One  residential  Training  Nursery,  with  accommodation 
for  some  25  children,  is  administered  by  the  Church  of 
England  Children's  Society. 

Convalescent  Homes.  - 

There  were  six  Children’s  Convalescent  Homes  for  the 
first  six  months  of  the  year  (including  the  three  men- 
tioned under  ’Hospitals’)  which  had  accommodation  for 
some  650  patients;  and  one  adult  Convalescent  Home  with 
accommodation  for  50  men.  In  June,  however,  one  Home  - 
the  British  Red  Cross  Society’s  Auxiliary  Hospital  at 
’Cliff  Cooiribe,’  closed  down  and  the  premises  were  still 
empty  at  the  end  of  1954;  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  five  Children’s  Convalescent  Homes  with  accom- 
modation for  some  600  patients,  in  addition  to  the  Home 
for  men. 

Holiday  Homes.  - 

There  were  eight  Holiday  Homes,  two  for  children, 
three  for  adults,  one  for  old  age  pensioners,  one  for 
convalescent  patients  and  their  families,  and  an  L.G.G. 
recuperative  Holiday  Horae.  Also  a section  of  the  L.G.C. 
residential  Home  for  old  people  (11  beds)  was  used  as  a 
Holiday  Horae  for  some  of  the  old  people  in  the  London 
County  CoTincll’s  inland  Homes,  who  came  to  Broadstairs 
for  a week’s  sefLs-lde  holiday  during  the  summer  months. 
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Homes  for  Elderly  People.  - National  Assistance 

xa-;  'mg temon  

These  Homes  are  registered  by  the  County  Council 
and  come  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Residential 
Services  Department.  There  are  two  residential  Homes 
for  elderly  people,  one  administered  by  the  Kent  Council 
of  Social  rervice,  with  accommodation  for  30  old  people: 
this  was  opened  in  July,  1948;  the  other  was  officially 
opened  by  the  London  County  Council  in  June,  1954,  with 
accommodation  for  40  residents,  in  addition  to  the  11 
beds  used  for  holiday  visitors. 

There  is  also  a small  number  of  premises  (some 
seven  or  eight),  the  proprietors  of  which  -undertake  to 
look  after  elderly  people  and  have  -their  houses  regis- 
tered by  the  County  Council  for  this  purpose;  a number 
of  old  people  are  also  cared  for  in  the  registered  Nurs- 
ing Homes  when  rooms  are  available. 

In  connection  with  the  work  carried  out  and  assist- 
ance rendered  with  regard  to  providing  Homes  for  elderly 
people,  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  states  in  his  1953  Ann-ual  Report  - 

"Many  of  these  old  people  continue  to  live  alone 
because  they  are  unwilling  to  give  up  their  privacy  and 
to  leave  a district  well  laiown  to  them  even  for  the  com- 
fort and  security  provided  by  the  local  authority's  re- 
sidential accommodation.  It  is  the  Department's  policy 
to  encourage  old  people  to  stay  as  long  as  possible 
within  the  familiar  surroundings  of  their  own  homes. 

This  is  desirable  not  only  on  economic  grounds,  but  be- 
cause old  people  are  generally  happier  and  more  comfort- 
able in  their  own  homes  than  elsewhere.  Many  of  the 
services  provided  by  local  health  authorities  and  b^ 
voluntary  associations  help  to  achieve  this  object.’ 

In  this  connection  it  is  of  great  Interest  to  note 
that  in  the  Broadstalrs  and  St.  Peter's  Urban  District 
there  is  an  active  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee,  which 
might  be  described  as  a voluntary  'silent  service'  to 
■the  ageing  and  the  aged;  and  the  existence  of  an  'Over 
60'  Cl-uh  with  Headquarters  in  the  centre  of  the  town  has 
done  much  to  help  and  alleviate  the  loneliness  of  the 
'home-bo-und. ' This  Club  has  been  in  existence  for  five 
years  and  at  the  present  time  there  are  some  250  members. 
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The  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter Old  People Welfare 
Comnittee  have  done  much  work  to  make  the  old  people  - 
*happier  and  more  comfortable  In  their  own  homes  than 
elsewhere.*  The  voluntary  helpers  of  this  Committee  visit 
the  sick  and  disabled  and  bring  the  *Over  60*  Club  to  the 
notice  of  those  who  ai^e  * home -bound*  through  shyness  or 
loneliness,  and  devote  much  time  and  thought  to  their 
needs  and  welfare. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  this  band  of  loyal  workers  who 
are  trying  - ’to  achieve  this  object  * - mentioned  by  the 
Chief  Ifedical  Officer. 

Nursing  Homes.  - Public  Health  Act.  1956, 

"S^^lons  IsY  to  ^9^^^  - 

The  powers  and  duties  for  the  registration  of  Nursing 
Homes  are  delegated  by  the  County  Council  (as  the  super- 
vising Authority)  to  the  Urban  District  Council. 

No  changes  occurred  in  the  registration  of  Nursing 
Homes  during  the  year.  Inspections  of  the  registered 
Homes  in  the  Urban  District,  were,  however,  made  at  regu- 
lar Intervals, 

The  Council  renewed  the  Exemption  Certificates  in 
respect  of  the  exemptions  granted  under  Section  192(1) 
of  the  Act,  in  relation  to  seven  establishments  in  the 
Urban  District.

Moat  of  the  Boarding  Schools  are  provided  with  sana- 
toria in  which  scholars  suffering  from  infectious  diseases 
can  be  isolated.  As  far  as  is  known,  the  sanitary  arrange- 
ments in  connection  with  these  schools  and  the  water  supply 
may  be  considered  to  be  satisfactory.  As  a rule  each  school 
has  its  own  Medical  Attendant,  who  not  only  treats  the  pupils, 
but  advises  the  principals  on  matters  of  hygiene. 
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The  County  Primary  Schools  are  under  the  control  of 
the  Kent  Education  Committee.  These  Schools  are  visited 
from  time  to  time,  when  it  is  necessary  to  make  investi- 
gations in  relation  to  cases  of  infectious  diseases  oc- 
curring among  the  scholars. 

The  schools*  sanitary  accommodation  and  water  sup- 
plies were  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition  during 
the  year. 

The  building  of  a new  County  Modem  School  in  the 
Broadstairs  Road,  which  was  commenced  on  the  14th  July, 
1953,  is  progressing  satisfactorily;  it  is  anticipated 
that  the  school  will  be  completed  in  July,  1955,  in 
readiness  for  the  opening  in  September  of  that  year, 
after  the  summer  vacation.  This  school  is  to  provide  a 
secondary  type  of  education  for  both  boys  and  girls, 
and  is  being  built  to  accommodate  some  450  pupils.

Section  47.  - In  April  information  was  received 

that  an  elderly  lady,  infirm  and 
physically  incapacitated,  was  living  in  insanitary  con- 
ditions and  was  unable  to  devote  to  herself,  and  was  not 
receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention; 
an  investigation  was  made  of  the  circumstances  and  it 
was  found  that  the  conditions  were  as  stated.  After 
contacting  her  doctor,  representations  were  made  to  the 
District  Officer  of  the  Kent  County  Council,  who  made 
arrangements  for  her  removal  to  ’’West  View,”  Tenterden, 

Section  50.  - The  first  application  was  received  in 

January,  from  a Mental  Hospital  in 
Essex,  asking  the  Local  Authority  to  accept  responsibil- 
ity for  the  burial  of  the  body  of  one  of  their  aftercare 
patients,  who  died  in  Broadstairs  on  the  15th  Jan\iary, 
1954.  There  were  no  ’responsible  relatives*  under  the 
Act,  and  the  deceased  was  still  on  the  books  of  the 
Hospital.  In  these  circumstances,  after  consulting 
with  the  Hospital  Authorities,  they  agreed  to  be  finan- 
cially responsible  for  the  burial  and  the  necessary 
funeral  arrangements  were  made  by  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

The  second  was  an  application  received  during 
August,  for  financial  assistance  for  the  burial  of  a 
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deceased  relative,  but  after  investigation  of  the  oir- 
oumstanoes  the  application  was  refused. 


Public  Mortuary. 

The  Council's  Mortuary  is  situated  in  the  Fire 
Station  Yard,  on  The  Broadway;  it  is  a brick  built 
building,  equipped  with  two  white  porcelain  tables, 
one  fixed  and  the  other  moveable.  There  is  also  a 
porcelain  slab,  sink,  and  a hot  and  cold  water  supply. 
The  lower  portion  of  the  walls  is  lined  with  white 
glazed  tiles.  The  Building  is  well  lighted  and  venti- 
lated, and  has  a concrete  fl»%or  which  is  efficiently 
drained.  A complete  set  of  Surgeon’s  equipment  is 
available  for  the  purposes  of  post  mortem  examinations • 

The  Mortuary  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector, 

Fourteen  bodies  were  admitted  during  the  year  and 
nine  post  mortem  examinations  were  held  by  H.  Sterndale 
Esq.,  M.D.. 


SECTION  C . 


SANTTARY  CIRGUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water. 

The  town’s  water  undertaking  is  under  the  direction 
of  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  who  is  also  Water 
Engineer, 

The  supply  of  water  is  obtained  from  a well  in  the 
chalk,  170  feet  deep,  situated  at  Rumfields  on  the  West- 
ern side  of  the  District,  eind  from  an  adit  which  stret- 
ches in  a north-westerly  direction  for  a distance  of 
about  a mile, 

A note  regarding  the  first  Broadstairs  wator  supply 
is  Interesting:  it  appears  from  old' records,  that  early 
in  the  nineteenth  oentuiy  the  first  water  works  were 
privately  owned  by  a Mr.  R.  Richardson,  who  lived  in  the 
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grounds  of  what  is  now  known  as  the  Yarrow  Home  of  the 
Westminster  Hospital  in  the  Ramsgate  Road,  The  Pumping 
Station  and  well  were  situated  in  the  Ramsgate  Road  at 
a spot  which  at  the  present  time  is  a small  piece  of 
lawn  near  the  Railway  Bridge,  known  as  Rlchai*dson* s 
Waterworks;  a 6”  main  was  laid  from  this  point  to  a 
domed  shaped  reservoir  situated  in  the  grounds  of  the 
present  Crampton  Tower  Works,  Outside  the  Pumping 
Station,  distribution  mains  were  connected  to  the  6" 
pumping  main  and  extended  down  the  Ramsgate  Road  to 
supply  the  area  then  known  as  *Bradstowe.* 

The  original  Broadstairs  Water  Company  was  estab- 
lished as  a Limited  Company  in  1859,  and  in  the  same 
year  Crampton  Tower  was  built  for  the  purpose  of  sup- 
plying Broadstairs  and  the  Parish  of  St,  Peter,  Water 
was  pumped  to  the  Tower  from  a well  at  its  base,  sup- 
plemented from  Mr,  Richardson *s  Works, 

In  1901  the  undertaking  of  the  Company  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Urban  District  Council;  the  Crampton 
Station  was  closed  for  pumping  piirposes,  the  storage 
tank  only  being  used  for  emergency  demands,  and  the 
Richardson  Station  was  demolished  and  the  well  filled 
in. 


In  1907  an  agreement  was  entered  into  with  the 
Margate  Corpoi*ation  for  the  local  supply  to  be  supple- 
mented by  water  obtained  from  the  Works  of  the  Margate 
Corporation,  situated  at  Wingham  some  12  miles  away. 

During  the  Council’s  ownership  of  the  Undertaking 
many  Improvements  have  been  carried  out.  In  September, 
1961,  work  was  commenced  at  Rumfields  Pumping  Station 
on  the  conversion  to  electrical  plant,  and  this  was 
completed  in  February,  1952,  at  a cost  of  £6,228. 

The  well  water  is  chlorinated  by  Wallace  and 
Tlernan  apparatus,  the  amount  of  Chlorine  added  being 
0,25  parts  per  million. 

The  water  has  no  plunibo- solvent  action. 

The  average  dally  consumption  of  water  in  the 
Urban  District  is  approximately  500,000  gallons  in  the 
winter  and  abomt  800,000  gallons  in  the  summer  months, 
the  mean  average  being  approximately  600,000  gallons 
per  day. 
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No  changes  were  made  during  1954  in  the  town *3 
water  supply,  and  the  district  reports  Indicate  that 
the  public  supply  was  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and 
quantity  throu^out  the  year. 

Examination  of  Water  Samples. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  at 
the  County  Laboratory,  Maidstone,  at  fortnightly  inter- 
vals and  chemical  analyses  every  tv;c  months. 

During  1954  the  following  samples  of  water  were 
collected  and  sent  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  the

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Main  drainage  is  provided  for  practically  the  whole 
of  the  district. 

Seventy-three  new,  and  six  old  premises  were  connec- 
ted to  the  sewer  during  the  year;  six  new  cesspools  were 
made  and  connected  to  six  new  houses,  and  six  old  cess- 
pools were  abolished.  In  addition  a new  factory  was  con- 
nected to  the  sewer;  and  the  72  new  houses  erected  dur- 
ing the  year  by  the  Urban  District  Council  on  the  North- 
down  Hill  Housing  Estate. 

There  were  no  new  drainage  schemes  constructed  dur- 
ing the  year,  but  an  extension  was  made  of  the  George 
Hill  Road  sewer. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  approximately 
4,883  premises  with  W.C»s.  draining  into  the  main  drain 
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age  system;  and  575  with  W.C*s.  draining  into  cess- 
pools. 


Where  cesspools  are  in  existence  arrangements  can 
be  made  for  emptying  same  by  making  application  to  the 
Council  for  the  hire  of  the  gully  emptier,  which  was 
purchased  in  January,  1950. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  is  under  the 
direction  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

In  1930  the  Urban  District  Council  arranged  with 
Messrs.  Heenan  and  Proude,  Engineers,  Worcester,  to 
erect  a combined  salvage  and  incineration  plant  for 
dealing  with  their  house  refuse,  and  the  works  came  in- 
to use  at  the  beginning  of  Deceiriber  of  that  year.  The 
incinerator  consists  of  two  cells  or  furnaces  with  a 
common  combustion  chamber.  The  forced  draught  system 
consists  of  a motor-driven  centrifugal  fan.  The  conbus 
tion  chamber  is  connected  with  an  all  brick  chimney  120 
feet  high  above  the  ground  level.  The  capacity  of  the 
works  is  20  tons  per  day  of  eight  hours. 

It  was  later  found  that  a certain  amount  of  dust 
was  being  emitted  from  the  chimney,  and  to  obviate  any 
nuisance  by  this,  in  1934  the  Council  Installed  a Water 
Dust  Trap,  between  the  combustion  chamber  and  the  chim- 
ney shaft.  This  work  was  also  carried  out  by  Messrs* 
Heenan  and  Proude. 

Dry  refuse  is  collected  by  petrol  driven  motive 
units  and  disposed  of  by  salvage  and  incineration. 

A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  in  opera- 
tion during  the  year,  and  dtiring  the  summer  months  a 
bi-weekly  collection  was  made  from  the  hotels  and  board 
ing  houses.  Trades  and  garden  refuse  was  collected  as 
and  when  required. 

Cinders  are  separated  from  the  refuse;  tins  and 
paper  are  salvaged  and  baled;  and  together  with  iron, 
bones,  rags,  jam  jars  and  other  salvaged  materials, 
are  sold  economically  to  a contractor. 
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The  total  amo-unt  of  refuse  collected  and  disposed 
of  annually  is  approximately  4,600  tons#

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations, 
1947  to  1952  are  complied  with:  no  ice  cream  of  the 
‘cold  mix'  type  is  manufactured  in  the  district. 
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Other  Registered  Food  Premises. 

Nineteen  premises  were  registered  under  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  14,  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  for  the 
preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages,  or  potted,  pres 
sed,  pickled  or  preserved  foods. 

Four  hundred  and  eighty-two  visits  were  made  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the  year  to  food  prepar- 
ing premises,  including  38  Cafes  and  Rest a\ir ants.  Ex- 
cluding Bakehouses,  there  are  only  two  small  Food  Fac- 
tories in  the  Urban  District. 

Many  minor  improvements  were  carried  out  during 
the  year  and  a gradual  raising  of  the  standard  of  hygi- 
enic conditions  is  taking  place. 


Clean  Food  Campaign. 

No  special  ' Clean  Food'  Campaign  was  held  during 
the  year.  In  a seaside  resort  there  is  a good  deal  of 
seasonal  employment  with  frequent  changes  of  personnel, 
particularly  in  hotels,  cafes  and  restaurants.  Whilst 
lectures  or  classes  for  all  the  year  round  food  traders 
and  their  employees  might  serve  a useful  purpose,  it 
would  be  difficult  to  obtain  the  co-operation  of  sea- 
sonal employees,  who  are  the  class  mostly  in  need  of 
instruction  or  g:uidance.  Under  these  circumstances 
frequent  periodical  inspections  are  the  most  effective 
means  of  improving  the  general  standard  of  cleanliness.

Scarlet  Fever i Eleven  cases  were  notified  during  the 

first  quarter  of  the  year,  thirteen 
In  the  second,  nine  In  the  third,  and 
three  In  the  last  quarter*  Twenty-nine  of  the  patients. 
Including  the  child  visitor  on  holiday  In  the  town,  were 
removed  to  the  Halne  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment: 
four  school  children  and  one  adult  were  satisfactorily 
Isolated  and  nursed  at  home:  and  the  two  Boarding  School 
patients  were  Isolated  and  n\irsed  In  the  School*  s Sanato- 
rium. Eight  of  the  cases  were  children  under  school  age, 

25  were  school  children,  and  three  were  adults.  Fourteen 
of  the  school  children  affected,  attending  Thanet  Schools, 
were  distributed  - four  at  two  of  the  Kent  Education  Com- 
mittee* s Broadstalrs  Primary  Schools;  two  at  two  Ramsgate 
Primary  Schools;  one  at  the  Boys'  Grammar  School  at 
Ramsgate;  one,  a day  boy  at  a Ramsgate  Boarding  School; 
three  boarders  at  two  Broadstalrs  Boarding  Schools;  and 
three  at  two  Private  Schools  In  Broadstalrs. 

Whooping  Cough:  The  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough 

(28)  was  very  low  compared  with  the 
figure  (99)  shown  for  the  previous 
year.  During  the  first  quarter  In  1954  thirteen  cases 
were  notified,  seven  In  the  second  quarter,  eight  In  the 
third,  and  none  In  the  last  three  months  of  the  year. 

Nino  of  the  patients  were  under  school  age  and  19  were 
school  children.  Nine  cases  occurred  In  six  private  fam- 
ilies; 14  In  two  Boarding  Schools  (12  In  one  and  2 In 
the  other);  three  In  a Convalescent  Home;  and  two  In  a 
K.C.C,  Children's  Home.  The  five  children  from  the  Homes 
were  removed  to  the  Halne  Isolation  Hospital  for  treat- 
ment, the  Boarding  School  patients  were  Isolated  and  nursed 
In  the  Schools'  Sanatoria,  and  nine  patients  were  nursed 
at  home. 

Measles : During  1954  there  was  a very  big  drop 

In  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles  noti- 
fied, there  being  only  15  which,  as 
will  be  seen  from  the  following  table  showing  the  Incid- 
ence of  Measles  per  quarter  In  the  Urban  District  for  the 
previous  ten  years,  Is  the  lowest  recorded  since  1944, 
when  11  cases  were  notified;  but  It  should  be  remembered 
that  In  1944  many  Schools  and  Families  were  still  evacu- 
ated and  did  not  return  until  later,  and  that  the  popu- 
lation at  that  time  was  only  5,568  as  against  15,700  In 
1954. 
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Hov/ever,  during  1954  fourteen  cases  occurred  in  twelve 
private  families  (two  of  these  were  visitors  on  holiday  in 
the  town) , and  one  in  a Holiday  Home,  involving  ten  child- 
ren under  school  age,  four  school  children  and  one  adult. 
The  child  in  the  Holiday  Home  was  removed  to  the  Halne 
Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment,  as  was  also  another  child 
in  a London  County  Council  School,  who  was  found  not  to  he 
a case  and  the  re-diagnosis  in  Hospital  was  given  as  'drug 
rash. '

Pneumonia : The  16  cases  notified  as  suffering  from 

Pneumonia  were  made  up  as  follows : - 

6 (4  men,  2 women)  ...  15-44  years j 

3 (1  man,  2 ” ) ...  45-64  ” ; 

7 (2  men,  5 ” ) ...  65  and  over. 

The  youngest  of  these  patients  was  a boy  of  15  years  of  age: 
the  other  15  were  between  33  and  74  years  of  age.  Thirteen 
of  the  patients  were  nursed  at  home;  a woman  of  70  years 
was  removed  to  one  of  the  Nursing  Homes  in  the  town;  one 
woman  of  58  years  was  removed  to  the  Ramsgate  General  Hospi^ 
tal;  and  a man  of  52  years  was  removed  to  the  Margate  and 
District  General  Hospital  for  treatment.  As  far  as  is  l-mown 
all  these  patients  recovered. 

Erysipelas : These  patients,  one  man  and  four  women,  were 

between  the  ages  of  58  and  68  years.  The  man 
and  one  woman  were  removed  to  the  Halne  Iso- 
lation Hospital  for  treatment,  the  latter  being  a member  of 
the  domestic  staff  at  one  of  the  Boarding  Schools;  the 
other  three  women  were  nursed  at  home. 
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Chlckenpox:  In  accordance  with  the  Order  made  by  the 

Urban  District  Council  in  the  year  1923, 
Chickenpox  is  still  a notifiable  disease  in 
the  Urban  District,  and  during  the  year  352  cases  v/ere  noti- 
fied, affecting  289  patients  in  191  families,  and  Involving 
77  children  under  school  age,  193  school  children  and  19 
adults.  Eleven  of  these  patients  were  visitors  on  holiday 
in  the  town.  In  the  Homes  and  Schools  five  of  the  patients 
were  under  school  age,  55  were  school  children  and  three 
adults.  Twenty  of  the  patients,  14  from  three  Convalescent 
Homes,  four  from  an  L.C.C.  School,  and  two  visitors  to  the 
town,  one  a girl  of  six  years,  the  other  a young  man  of  18 
years,  were  removed  to  the  Haine  Isolation  Hospital  for 
treatment . 

Prom  the  following  table,  which  shows  the  Incidence  of 
Chickenpox  per  quarter  during  1954  and  the  previous  ten 
years,  it  will  be  noted  that  the  total  number  of  cases  noti- 
fied in  1954  was  somewhat  higher  than  the  number  given  for

As  a point  of  interest,  the  following  table  gives  the 
numbers  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  notifications  re- 
ceived each  month  since  January,  1944,  an  eleven  year  period, 
from  which  it  will  be  noted  that  the  total  figure  for  1954 
is.  the  lowest  since  1947,  when  the  population  had  reached 
13,490  after  the  war  period  of  evacuation  of  the  people  from 
the  town.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 

Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  : Care  and  Aftercare. 

A scheme  Is  operated  jointly  Toy  the  Kent  County 
Council  and  the  local  Aftercare  Committee,  for  the  provi- 
sion of  care  and  aftercare  of  patients  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis;  through  this  scheme  arrangements  are  made, 
where  necessary,  for  assistance  to  be  rendered  in  various 
ways  - the  provision  of  shelters;  extra  milk,  butter, 
eggs  and  meat;  the  provision  of  beds,  bedding,  and  cloth- 
ing. 


Home  visiting  is  candied  out  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Health  Visitor  for  the  area,  who  gives  suitable  advice  to 
the  patients. 

Where  there  is  need  help  is  given  in  solving  housing 
problems  and  assisting  with  removal  expenses;  the  admis- 
sion of  patients  to  Holiday  Homes  is  arranged;  and  mater 
ials  are  provided  for  recreational  therapy. 

When  the  Chest  Physician  considers  patients  are  fit 
for  work,  they  are  referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour  for 
entry  of  their  names  on  the  Disablement  Register.

During  the  year  the  following  Circulars  and  Letters 
were  received  and  dealt  with  in  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment . - 

G.  R.  0.  Circular  ) This  Circular,  headed  - ’’Transfer 
i^o.2/l954t)  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Stillbirths 
28th  January,  1954.)  was  received  from  the  General  Regi- 
ster Office  at  Somerset  House, 
London,  W.C,2..  The  Circular 
stated  that  - ”ln  response  to  representations  by  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  during  the  past  year  about  the  work- 
ing of  certain  revised  rules  governing  transfers  of 
deaths  for  statistical  purposes,  the  position  of  hospi- 
tals classified  as  wholly  or  mainly  for  the  chronic  sick 
had  been  reviewed.”  Reference  was  made  to  the  resulting 
changes  in  classification  of  individual  Hospitals,  effec- 
tive from  1st  January,  1954,  and  it  was  stated  that  simi- 
lar reviews  would  be  made  periodically  in  the  future. 

The  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  had  been  con- 
sulted and  had  expressed  agreement  with  this  arrangement 
for  the  years  1954  and  1955,  in  the  course  of  which  its 
operation  would  l^e  further  considered. 
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Ministry  of  Health)  With  this  Circular,  which  was 
Circular  No# 8/54:-)  headed  - “Prevention  of  Tuber cu- 
56th  March,  1954.  ) losis,“  was  enclosed  a copy  of  a 

Memorandum  on  - “Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis”  which  had  been  pre- 
pared In  consultation  with  the  Minister' s Standing 
Tuberculosis  Advisory  Committee  and  the  Central  Health 
Services  Council. 

The  Circular  states  that  the  Memorandum  Is  Intended 
for  the  Information  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and 
Chest  Physicians,  and  points  out  that  the  rapid  decline 
In  the  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  In  recent  years  has 
not  been  accompanied  by  a corresponding  decline  In  noti- 
fications, and  that  this  Indicates  a need  for  Intensify- 
ing various  preventive  measures.  The  Memorandum  does 
not  purport  to  suggest  new  methods  of  prevention,  but 
reviews  the  value  of  existing  measures  to  bring  the  dis- 
ease under  control.

and  are  so  liable  to  occur  in  the  winter  months.
